Pr. W. G. Gillette and Robert A.

He implicate.'^lar- 
gis and Callahan strongly in the Cox 
murder and gives details relating there- 
to tliat have not heretofore lK>en made 
public.

The bottle spoken of 
by the Enquirer did not contain poison, 
hut bnimidia. which ia fre<|uently tak- 
en for nervousness. The paper was al- 
so in error shout the letter Col. 1.

It was an exceedingly kind 
etter, just such an one as might have 
lK>en expected from an indulgent father 
to a miner wayward son.
